Survey of Western opinion polls:

Public sepport for Israel among 
Western countries, which rose mar- 
kedly during and immediately after 
the Yom Sippur war, has now sub- 
sided to roughly its pre-war level. 
Thie is the central finding of a 
“survey of surveys” conducted for 
the Foreign Ministry by Prof. Percy 
HL Tannenbaum, a visiting ἘΦ- 
sor. at the Hebrew University's Ins- 
titute of Communications. 

Prof. Tannenbaum is professor of 
public policy and psychology at the 
University of California at Berkeley. 
His study was based on over 50 sur- 
veys taken by various polling or- 
ganizations in a dozen countries. 

With some exceptions (mostly in 
the Mediterranean countries}, the 
survey Shows ἃ pro-Israeli hard core 
of public support in the order of 
30-40 per cent, with unwavering 
pro-Arabists 21 z some 5 to 
10 per cent. In times of crisis, such 
as the Yom Kippur war — and 
there is evidence from Britain that 
this also occurred during the Six 


Day War — a “sy 


Thus, polls taken in the US. 
during the October-December 1973 
period showed 48 per cent pro-Israel, 
which declined to 44 per cent in 
1974. The British figures were 42 
per cent and 37 per cent; West 
Germany 57 and 42; and Australia 
41 and 37. In most countries ex- 
amined, the pro-Arab rtion re- 
mained fairly constant, with the 
“neutrals” and “don’t knows” ri- 
sing 88 the pro-fsrael’s fell off. One 
notable exception was West Ger- 
many, where pro-Arab sentiment was 
reported to have increased from 
eight per cent immediately follow- 
ing the war to 13 per cent today. 

Spain and Japan were two coun- 
tries where pro-Arab sympathy 
showed stronger than pro-Israel, 
though in both those countries a 
very high percentage of those ques- 
tioned (in Spain 71 per cent and 


Support of Israel cooled after war 


in Japan 83 per cent) professed 
themselves “neutral” or ‘don't 
knows.” 

Broken down socially, the polls 
seemed to show greater support for 
Israel among the better educated, 
higher socio-economic segments of 
the population. Analyzed politically, 
the moderate-conservative elements 
proved to be the largest reservoir 
of pro-Israel sympathy, while the 
extreme-left of the political spec- 
trums in the vdrious countries ex- 
amined proved to be consistently 
pro-Arab. 

A survey of polis centring on the 
Arab oil boycott showed. an 
overall 3:1 margin favouring a 
Policy of congsumer-nation solidarity 
rather than the abandonment of 
Israel When faced with the fixed 
alternative οἵ. sacrificing relations 
with Israel or receiving oil, some 
15 to 25 per cent were ready to 


‘abandon Israel, although Prof. Tan- 


nenbaum argues that that figure is 
relatively low “given the dichoto- 
mous mature of the choice.”
